By kind permission of the authorities, the 25th Annual 


Meeting will be held in the Botanical Theatre, University 
College, Gower Street, on Wednesday, 9th June, at 3.30 p.m., 
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when, in addition to the Business Meeting, an address will be 
delivered by The Rt. Hon. Herbert Lewis, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Education. 

Members intending to be present from the Provinces are 
asked to notify the Hon. Secretary, Bromley Library, Brunswick 
ktoad, Poplar, E. 14, at the earliest possible moment, in order 
that arrangements may be made for their accommodation. 
Resolutions intended for the Business Meeting must reach the 
Hon. Secretary not later than Tuesday, 18th May, likewise 
nominations for Officers and Council. Ballot papers will be sent 
out with the June issue of the Journal to all members not in 
arrears with their subscriptions. 

As this Meeting marks the conclusion of a quarter of a 
century’s service, the Council is extremely anxious that it should 
be worthy of the occasion. The address by Mr. Lewis will give 
it a distinction which could not otherwise be secured, and the 
whole Profession will look forward with interest to his message, 
remembering its debt to him in obtaining the passage of the 1919 
Act through Parliament, and realising the importance of anything 
he may have to say respecting the relation of the Public Library 
Movement to the National Education system. It is expected, 
therefore, that members and all others interested will make a note 
of the date of the meeting now, and allow nothing to interfere 
with the engagement. Meanwhile the Council will be glad to 
receive suggestions of any kind which may be calculated to add 
to the felicities of this noteworthy event. 

On the following day a visit has been arranged to the 
Guildhall through the kindness of Mr. Bernard Kettle. Full 
particulars will appear next month. 


The Honorary Secretaryship.—Our readers will greatly 
regret to learn that Mr. W. Benson Thorne, who for the past six 
vears has so ably carried out the secretarial duties of the Associa- 
tion, has intimated his intention of relinquishing the office at the 
Annual Meeting. Mr. Thorne has been intimately connected with 
the Association almost since its inception, and has filled every office 
in itexcept that of Honorary Treasurer. Although we understand 
that he will offer himself for election as a Councillor, the position 
occasioned as a consequence of his retirement from the Secretary- 
ship is a serious one, and much care will need to be exercised in 
the appointment of a successor. Important questions lie ahead of 
us, and the future of library assistants in this country is likely 
to depend in no small measure on the manner in which these 
questions are handled by our Association. We need not, 
theretore, emphasise the necessity for securing a man who is 
intimately acquainted with the conditions of the library service, 
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a man of personality, boundless energy and tact. We. shail 
doubtless return to the matter in our next issue, but we think it 
is due to members that they should have the earliest intimation 
of so important a change. 


Protests.—The Association has entered a vigorous protest 

. - ~ ~ . - I 
against the salary of £ 200 offered by the Denbighshire Education 
Authority for the position of librarian in the public library about 
to be established in Ruthin, it being the opinion of the Council 
that there is no longer any excuse whatever for such a low salary 
being offered in view of the provisions of the new Act. We 
understand that the protest has been laid before the committee. 

At the April General Meeting the following resolutions were 
also adopted :—(1) Deprecating the action of the Battersea 
Borough Council in declining to give equal financial consideration 
to the libraries staff as to other departments of the Council’s 
service :- 

‘*This meeting of the Library Assistants’ Association bas heard with 
deep concern that the Battersea Borough Council has ignored the claim of 
its Libraries Staff for equal treatment with their brother officers, notably by 
fixing the salaries of four of the senior staff below the minimum of £250 
per annum granted to their colleagues in other branches cf the Council 
service. 

This meeting earnestly asks the reconsideration of the stipends of ail 
the Libraries Staff of the Battersea Borough Council with a view to bringing 
them into conformity with those of similar positions in other departments 

Similarly worded protests were passed by the local branch 
of N.A.L.G.O. and by the Municipal Employés Association. 

(2) Deprecating the proposed action of the Hornsey Tow: 
Council, which may involve the closing of two branch libraries : 

‘‘ This meeting of the Library Assistants’ Association express 
extreme resentment of the remarks made by Mr. Councillor Double at 
recent meeting of the Hornsey Town Council concerning the Profession of 
Librarianship as being entirely erroneous, misleading, and unwarrantal 
It also learns with regret of the proposal to close two of the Hornsey Publi: 
Libraries which have for twenty years served a public need, feeling confident 


] 


that the contemplation of such a breach of trust cannot be known to th 
ratepayers generally, and sugyests that the public should take imn ate 
action to prevent a proceeding so disastrous at once to the so and intellec 


tual life of the community.”’ 

The Examinations.— The Professional [Examinations will 
be held during the week commencing the 10th inst. We wish all 
our readers who may be candidates good success. 


National Library for the Blind.— At the last meeting o! 
the Council an appeal for help was read from the National Library 
for the Blind. The Library is doing a fine work, and it is thought 
that many members would like to contribute semething, however 
small, to enable the work to be maintained efficiently, and for 
further development to be undertaken. Moreover, we are unde 
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a deep debt of gratitude to the Committee, who several years ago 
opened its doors to the L.A.A. freely, granting permission to meet 
at the National Library whenever we wished. The Council has 
very many times availed itself of this generous offer, not only for 
the ordinary general meetings, but on many more occasions for 
the menthly Council meetings. It is sincerely hoped, in view of 
the great work the library is doing, coupled with our own indebt- 
edness to it that there will be a liberal response to this appeal. 
Large individual contributions are not expected, but every little 
will help to swell the sum total raised. Contributions should be 
sent to the Hon. Treasurer of the L.A.A., Mr. J. F. Hogg, 
Central Library, Battersea, S.W. 11, as soon as possible. 





PROCEEDINGS. 


The April General Meeting was held at Shoreditch, on Wednesday, 14th 
April, Mr. William C. Plant, F.L.A., Chief Librarian, being in the chair. 
Previous to the meeting, members were afforded an opportunity of examining 
the library, and refreshments were very kindly provided by Mr. and Mrs. 
Plant. The minutes of the March meeting having been read and confirmed, 
the Resolutions printed in this issue, deprecating the actions of the Battersea 
aud Hornsey Councils were unanimously adopted. Mr. G. P. Jones, B.A., 
read a paper on ‘‘ The Cinema, the School and the Public Library,’’ which 
we hope to print in an early issue. The paper gave rise to a good deal of 
discussion, and a very enjoyable and profitable meeting terminated with the 
usual votes of thanks.

NORTH-WESTERN BRANCH 

The Fifteenth Meeting was held at Blackburn, on Wednesday, January 
28th, Mr. Jas. Hindle, presiding. Mr. RK. Ashton (Borough Librarian and 
Curator) cordially welcomed the members. The meeting was well attended, 
amongst those present being: Mr. Singleton (Borough Librarian, Accrington), 
Mr. Pomfret (Borough Librarian, Darwen), Messrs. W. G. Fry, H. Fostall, 
Manchester ; Miss Bamber, Accrington; Messrs. T. L. Yates, J. Cranshaw, 
H. Hamer, W. Smith, J. W. Lucas, Bolton; and members from Farnworth, 
Darwen, and other Libraries. Mr. J. W. Lucas, F.L.A., read an admirable 
paper on “‘ The National Libraries of France.’’ Confining his remarks to 
those libraries which he had visited, Mr. Lucas described the Bibliothéque 
Nationale very fully, tracing its history and development from insignificant 
beginnings in the Middle Ages to the richest and greatest library in the world.

Mr. James Cranshaw read a most enterprising paper on “‘ Libraries 
and Education in Soviet Russia.’’ Through the generosity of Mr. Councillor 
H. C. Jepson and R. H. Baldwin, Esq., J.P. (Vice-Chairman of the Libraries 
Committee), the party were entertained to tea. The usual vote of thanks 
brought the Meeting to a close. 

The Seventeenth Meeting was held at Warrington, on Wednesday, April

YORKSHIRE BRANCH. 


A Meeting was held in Bradford on Wednesday, March 17th, by kind 
permission of Mr. Butler Wood. Members assembled at the Central Library 
at 3 p.m., and proceede J to the Cartwright Memorial Hall, where Mr. Butler 
Wood, Director of the Art Gallery, kindly conducted members round the 
Hall, and gave a short talk on the exhibits of the Spring Exhibition. The 
party returned to the Commercial Library, Market Street, for tea, which was 
generously provided by the Bradford members. A Committee Meeting 
was followed by the General Meeting, at which Mr. F. Haigh (Halifax) 
read a paper, ‘' AN ATTEMPT TO FORECAST SOME ASPECTS OF AN 
EDUCATION CONTROL.”’ 

Mr. Haigh said that a closer connection between the education 
authorities and the Libraries was a thing to be desir d, but meetings of 
representatives of both bodies would secure the ends aimed at. At present, 
Education authorities were feeling their way in the matter of libraries, and as 
yet they were not fit to take them under complete control. The library 
seemed to have been recognised at last as a definite educational institution, 
using the term in its broadest sense. One of the greatest justifications for the 
existence of public libraries was the fact that those institutions had proved 
themselves a factor in the educational machinery of the life of the adult and 
child, not only desirable, but absolutely necessary. Reading on more serious 
lines in the schools had only just received a tardy recognition. It had only 
lately become generally known that there were books that would give to the 
child knowledge suitable for its use in such a form that it could read and 
understand for itself. In the coming era of mental reconstruction it was 
essential that the teacher and the librarian should work in the closest 
collaboration if the best results were to be achieved. 

This was followed by a lively discussion on the proposed increase of the 
Annual Subscription. The Branch Committee had been invited to 
communicate the result of the deliberations on this matter to the Council of 
the L.A.A., and an adequate expression of opinion resulted in the following 
Resolution being passed unanimously :— 

‘* That in the opinion of the Yorkshire Branch, the Parent 
Association should postpone action in the increase of subscription in 
view of the probable increase of income consequent upon the increase of 
salaries received by members and associates, the automatic increase of 
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number of members subscriptions and the relative decrease of Associates 

subscriptions. "’ 

The thanks of the members were extended to Mr. Butler Wood 
(Chief Librarian), Bradford, to Mr. Haigh (Halifax) for his paper and to the 
Bradford members for the excellent tea. R.W.P. 





LIBRARY SCHOOL NOTES. 


DIPLOMA IN LIBRARIANSHIP. 
REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE DIPLOMA. 


Our readers will be much interested in reading the following 
kegulations. Views on the same are invited.—Ed. 

The University grants a Diploma in Librarianship. The Diploma will be 
granted by the Senate, after a report from the School of Librarianship 
Committee, to registered students who have satisfactorily passed the 
prescribed course of training in the University School of Librarianship, and 
have passed the prescribed examination. 

Admission of Students.—The course of training for the Diploma in 
Librarianship is open :— 

(1) To Matriculated Students. 

(2) To non-matriculated students whose preliminary education appears to 
the School of Librarianship Committee to be sufficient to enable them to take 
advantage of the course of training. 

(3) During the years 1918-1920 and 1921, to ex-Service men and War 
Workers who produce evidence satisfactory to the Committee of the School 
of Librarianship of their having received a sufficient preliminary education. 

Course of Training.—The course of training for the Diploma will 
normally extend over two academic years, and will include approved instruc- 
tion in all subjects taken at theexamination. Thecourse must be continuously 
pursued, unless special exemption be granted. The School of Librarianship 
Committee may grant to a student who is a graduate of this University, or 
another University approved for the purpose, or to a student who, while 
satisfying the requirements for admission, has already held a salaried post in 
a recognised Library for not less than five years, exemption from attendance 
at any course in which such student has received approved training. The 
Committee may also grant to such a graduate permission to take the course of 
training in a shorter period than two academic years, provided that his atten- 
dance at the School of Librarianship shall not be less than one academic year 

Examinations.—A candidate for the Diploma, other than those taking 
less than two years for their course, shall be required to take and pass an 
examination at the end of each of the two years of his course. A student 
who fails in one subject only at the end of the first year course, may offer that 
subject for re-examination with the subjects of the second year. A candidate 
for the Diploma who takes less than two years for his course, will be required 
to take an examination at the end of his course in all the subjects of that 
course. 

A student, before being admitted to the examination, will be required to 
produce a certificate signed by the Director of the School of Librarianship 
that he has satisfactorily pursued the prescribed course of training. 

The subjects of the course and examination are as follows :— 

(i.) English Composition ; (ii.) * Latin; (iii.) *A Modern Foreign Language ; 
(iv.) Bibliography ; (v.) Library Organisation (including Public Library Law) 








* The requirements shall not be less than those for the Intermediate Arts 
Course and Examination. 
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(vi.) Library Routine; (vii.) Cataloguing and Indexing; (viii.) Literary 
History and Book Selection; (ix.) Classification; (x.) Palaeography and 
Archives ; (xi.) Practical Instruction in Library Administration and in Book 
Binding. 

The foregoing conditions as to the Diploma will apply to Evening Stu- 
dents, with the following modifications :— 


(a) Evening Students may be registered as candidates for the Diploma 
Course provided they hold salaried posts in recognised libraries, and provided 
that their course extends over not less than three, nor more than five, academic 
years. The course must be continuously pursued unless special exemption be 
granted, 


(b) An Evening Student will be required to take his examination for the 
Diploma in two parts, namely: (1) at the end of the first or second year of his 
course, as the Committee of the School of Librarianship may determine, (2) 
At the end of his Course.
